It  may  suggest 
also  ibr^t  the  Sovbt  leaders  are  coming 
round  to  a more  genuine  co-eXk.stent  point 
of  view  and  looking  for  an  intermediary 
tbev  i*an  trust  Without  unction  it  can 
lie  vnid  ihM  Canada  fits  this  role,  if  only 
because  it  is  recognized  on  both  sides  that 


she  herself  has  no  axe  to  grind  other  than 
to  promote  harmony  all  round. 

Mr.  Pearson  hiirtsolf  Ls  rc»spoasible  for 
much  of  this  favorable  position,  even  if  it 
land.s  him  in  a difficult  role.  Il  might 
be  no  great  puzzle  for  him  to  interpret 
American  motives  to  Rus.sia  but  the  vice 
versa  aspect  is  .something  else  again.  Per- 
haps a trifle  ruefully  ho  says  he  himself 
doesn’t  feel  nualified  to  explain  Russian 
motives  to  America,  and  if  he  isn't  then 
certainly  few  other  We.sterncrs  are.  He 
told  Mr.  Molotov  he  was  willing  to  try. 
however,  and  this  is  perhaps  the  most  im- 
portant outcome  of  his  whole  visit  to  the 
5bviel  .stale  Canada's  chief  function  in 
international  affairs  seems  to  lx»  shaping 
up  as  that  of  the  mediator,  and  no  more 
worthy  one  could  dovoKe  upon  thi.s 
nation.  If  this  country*  can  be  a persua- 
sive influence  in  keeping  Ihe  peace,  and 
particularly  by  being  the  link  of  liaison 
and  understanding  tiefween  two  great  rival 
powers  of  the  world,  such  is  no  mean 
destiny.  The  ham  in  the  sandwich  can 
then  he  a<  i!  always  should  be.  a relish, 
and  not  merely  something  squeezed  lx** 
tween  conflicting  slices.
